Indianapolis, Oct. 22 (/P)—A 
warning from Senator Gerald P. 
Ny e, North Dakota Progressive 
Republican, 
that 
the 
United 
States is traveling the same road 
that led to war 20 y ears ago was 
before Indiana school teachers 
today . 
“The same old cause is at work 
today that was at work in 19 14,” 
he told the Indiana State Teach­ 
ers’ association here last night” 
—a cause that would have Amer­ 
ica go on enjoy ing the profits of 
other people’s wars and still keep 
out of those wars.” 
That course; Ny e said, could 
not succeed. 
He criticized President Roose­ 
velt’s failure to invoke the neu­ 
trality law in the Sino-Japanese 
war and his recent Chicago 
speech proposing a “quarantine” 
of aggressor nations. 
He pointed out the law pro­ 
vides that the president shut off 
American sales of munitions, 
American loans and American 
use of ships belonging to nations 
at war and that a formal declar­ 
ation of war need not be made 
before this might be done. 
- J“Law doesn’t say *a declaration 
of war',” he asserted. “It say s 
‘when a state of war exists.”* 
The senator said he found the 
only explanation for “failure” to 
invoke the neutrality law in Sec­ 
retary Roper’s recent statement 
that if the Ùnited States did so, 
it would lose trade with China 
and Japan. 
That same reason was given, 
he went on, when the United 
States entered the World War. 
But, he said, while that war 
spurred trade for a few y ears, it 
led later to world-wide depres­ 
sion. 
Senator Ny e predicted that if 
the 
forthcoming 
nine-power 
conference brought a blockade 
of Japan, sooner or later Europ­ 
ean nations would call on the 
United States to enforce that 
biockade, because they were busy 
on their own continent. 
He said the argument that im­ 
position of neutrality measures 
would hurt China more than Ja­ 
pan “doesn’t have a leg to stand 
on.” Japan would suffer more, he 
asserted.

Losses to American ship o p erato rs and to 
American ship p ers the last two y ears fro m gen­ 
eral and sp o radic strikes of seamen and lo ng­ 
sho remen are incalcu lable.

Fro m this situ atio n, long co ntinu ed, has come 
insistent demand fo r the enactm ent o f a federal 
maritime labo r law co mp arable to the railro ad 
labo r act, which wou ld o u tlaw strikes u ntil aft­ 
er go v ernment effo rts at mediatio n and arbitra­ 
tio n had been giv en a fair chance. Fo r nearly 
11 y ears the railro ad labo r act has p ro v ed effec­ 
tiv e time and again in iro ning o u t disp u tes and 
p rev enting a tieu p of rail transp o rtatio n. Occa­ 
sio nally strikes hav e been set fo r a definite date, 
bu t alway s it has been p ossible fo r a settlement 
to be reached witho u t an o p en ru p tu re taking 
p lace. 
The railro ad act, drafted and su p p o rted by 
management and wo rker, gav e reco gnitio n to the 
p rincip le th at transp o rtatio n was an essential 
serv ice in which the interests o f the p u blic were 
su p erio r to tho se of the p arties directly co n­ 
cerned. The p rincip le has no less ap p licatio n to 
ship s than to trains. That the issu e will come 
befo re the nex t Co ngress is fo reseen in the agi­ 
tatio n begu n by the territo rial delegate o f Ha­ 
waii fo r p ro tectio n fro m the into lerable co ndi­ 
tio ns which the islands su ffered in the last Pacific 
Co ast strike. 
Since the co astwise nav igatio n law was ex ­ 
tended to Hawaii the islands hav e been dep en- 


dent u p o n American ship s fo r transp o rtatio n be­ 
tween them and the mainland. When the gen­ 
eral strike o ccu rred Hawaii was p ractically shu t 
off fro m co mmerce with the United States.
